Sparks from Father Mark 

Debt is all around us. More than 70 percent of Americans live paycheck to 
paycheck, that is 7 out of 10 households. More than 35 percent of 
Christian marriages end in divorce, and money problems are the number 
one cause. On the average 2.2 percent of the people in the United States 
spend more than they earn. Consumer debt has risen to 2.7 trillion dollars. 
These are some of the statics that got my attention as I read Dave Ramsey 
Total Money Make Over and viewed Financial Peace University. 

Financial Peace University is biblically based accountability curriculum that 
teaches how to manage money and resources God’s way. It empowers 
people to make the right financial decisions to achieve their financial goals, 
teaching them to eliminate debt, build wealth, and give like never before. 
On average, families reduce their debt by $5,300 and save $2,700 in just 91 
days—now that is exciting to me! 

Financial Peace University consists of a 13-week video curriculum taught by 
financial expert Dave Ramsey that incorporates small-group discussions to 
encourage accountability and discipleship. Most financial programs are 
boring, with confusing information and monotonous instructors. Financial 
Peace is very different! It is highly entertaining for everyone, with a unique 
combination of humor, informative financial advice, and biblical messages. 

I was struck by an article I read of a group of parishioners from Holy Spirit 
Catholic parish out of Atlanta, GA that started with a total debt of $458,935 
and finished the 13-week course (which consists of 13, hour-long DVDs, 
weekly reading and assignments and small group discussion) with a total 
debt of $173,200. Some participants were not really familiar with Dave 
Ramsey, while others were already hard-core fans, but all got something out 
of it. Their comments are included in the bulletin - Look for Financial Peace 
University inside today’s bulletin to learn more. 

Financial Peace University at OLBH will be starting up on Wednesday June 
3 from 7:00 - 9:00 pm. There are fliers and a signup sheet at the back of the 
church for those interested in being part of this 13 week course this 
summer.
